MARBLEHEAD. 


The Burgess Boats Badly Beaten— 
The Sea Fox Defeats the Mer- 
lin—An English Cutter 
the Victors.

MAKBLEHEAD (Mass.), July 16.—|By the 
Associated Press! «The Burgess boats met 
defeat today by the swift schooner Sea Fox 


York, and the Canfleld cup. becomes the

The start was made at 11:18 . m. In the 
first class there were four starters, the Sea 
Fox, Merlin, Mayflower and Fortuna; in 
the second class (schooners) were Col.

Soon after crossing the line the Merlin be- 
gan to overhaul the Sea Fox, and before a 
quarter of a mile had been covered she had 
taken the lead, and was speeding wag d for 
the southwest mark, at Harding’s bell buoy, 
a distance of 112 wiles. Soon after passing 
Tinker’s Island the Mayflower began to 
show her old-time sloop speed, and rapidly 
gained on the Fortuna, passing her, and in 
turn passing the Sea Fox, and to the utter 
astonishment of those on shore, outfooting 
the Merlin, being the first to round the 
buoy. The Fortuna also passed the Merlin 
and Sea Fox. At this point all the yachts 
began the run to the southeast mark, the 
Mayflower leading. 

In the meantime the second class 
schooners had been started, and were hav- 
ing a pretty race. The Oenone was first 
away, 10 llowed by the Quickstep 11 seconds 
later. Both held the same relative position 
until near Harding’s bell buoy, when the 
Oenone increased her lead, and rounded 
nearly two minutes ahead of her com- 

titor. 

The fourth class sloops were sent away 
at 11:30, the Clara leading. She increased 
her lead until the outer mark was reached, 
when she had five minutes over the Alga.

THE NEW HOSPITAL. 


A FULL PLAN 
TION 


OF ORGANIZA- 
PREPARED. 


The Institution to Be Non-sectarian 
and to Give Representation on 
Its Board to Various Keligious 
Denominations and Fraternal 
Organizations. 


An adjourned meeting of represent- 
atives of the several Protestant 
churches and fraternal societies inter- 
ested in the establishment of a general 
hospital, was held at the First Presby- 
terian Church last evening. 

The secretary read the minutes of 
the former meeting, which set forth 
the objects of the movement. 

After prayer by Rev. C. W. Heisler, 
the Committee on Organization made 
the following report: 


‘The committee appointed to suggest a 

scheme of organization for a general hos- 

respectfully submits the following re- 
rt: 


After careful consideration the commit- 
tee has determined that it would be imprac- 
ticable to organize a corporation under the 
general law, as now existing, relating to 
religious, social and benevolent societies. 
This law requires an annual election of 
trustees by the members of the association, 
and as we must look chiefly to religious and 
charitable corporations and associations ior 
support in this work, it would be practically 
impossible to safely, surely and equitably 
apportion the right of representation and 
provide for the casting ot the votes. 

The chapter of the Civil Code which pro- 
vides for the incorporation of colleges and 
seminaries of learning suggests the proper 
scheme for the organization of a general 
hospital. The leading features of this plan 
are as follows: The articlesof incorporation 
name the first trustees, who shall themselves 
elect their successors, a certain number go- 
ing out each year. 

The articles must name all those contrib- 
uting to the instituting and endowment of 
the hospital, and may designate any number 
ot societies, religious, benevolent or social, 
each of which sha'l be always represented 
in the board of trustees by one or more = 
resentatives, These trustees are given a 
solute power and control over the property 
and management of the hospital, with right 
to sell and mortgage realestate. They are 
subject, of course, to the chancery powers 
of the courts, which can be invoked by any 
contributor in case of gross mismanagement. 
Some such plan of permanent organization 
as this, the committee believes, would be 
found the most practical and efficient; but 
as no existing law provides for such incor- 
porations, it will be necessary to procure 
the passage by the Legislature of an act 
amending the Code, and it will take nearly 
three — to bring this about. 

In the meantime the committee recom- 
mends the appointment of —— trustees, 
representing as far as practicable the vari- 
ous societies and organizations taking an 
interest in the movement. -This Board of 
Trustees shall have the power to flil. vacan- 
cies by choosing a new trustee from the 
same y to.which the retiring members 
belonged. It shall have power to institute, 
manage and control a hospital, to be situ- 
ated in the city of Los Angeles, to be known 
asthe Los Angeles General Hospital,“ 
which shall not only provide accommoda- 
tion for those able to pay for it, but shall be 
open, so far as its capacity and means will 
low, for the reception and care ot all sick 
persons, without regard to creed, nationality 
or condition. 

Ministers of all religious creeds and 
denominations shall have free entry into 
the hospital at all proper and convenient 
times, to visit such patients as desire their 
minigtrations. 

Every patient shall have the right, at his 
own expense, to callin and be attended by 
the physician of his.choice, and the trustees 
shalt provide a resident physician of each 
of the schools ot medicine recognized by 


necessary and proper in the purchase of a 
site and in the erection and equipment of 
said hospital, and in its maintenance; pro- 


{ vided that no property or funds recived by 


them as building or endowment funds, or 
for any other purpose specifically desig- 
nated by the donors, shall be expended for 
or applied to the current expenses of main- 
tenance, or to any other purpose save that 
for which said property or funds were 
specially donated. 

They shall, so faras practicable, keep all 
unexpended moneys and ali endowment 
funds safely invested. 

They shall have power, either as a board 
or through a committee as hereinafter pro- 
vided, whenener they deem it for the in- 
terests of the trust, to sell and convey all 
real estate and personal property, at any 
time or in any manner acquired by them, 
excepting so far as said power of sale may 
be limited by the instrument of gift or 
donation through which property is ac- 
quired by them. 

They shall have power, in their discre- 
tion, to appoint a committee or committees 
of the members, who may be vested by them 
with exclusive power to collect and receive 
moneys, and to take and hold the title to 
real or personal ee. and to sell and 
convey the same. They shall see to it that 
all deòds conveying real property to them 
or to said committee substantially set forth 
the trusts and powers under which said 
property is taken. 

‘They may make all necessary and proper 
rules and regulations for the transaction of 
business and the government of the hos- 
pital not inconsistent with the law in the 
of this trust. 

They shall conduct the affairs of their 
trust in an orderly and business-like man- 
ner, and shall make an annual report in 
detail of all their doings, and of the 
financial condition and workingsof the 
hospital, at an annual meeting of the con- 
tributors to the enterprise, to be held on 
the first Monday in February of each year, 
of which meeting it shall be the duty of the 
secretary of said board to give ample 
notice. 
Upon the incorporation of the hospital 
which shall be effected by those societies, 
associations and persons who shall have 
contributed money or property to the enter- 

rise, said trustees shall convey to said 

ospital corporation all property, real or 
personal, then held by them as such trus- 
tees, and thereupon their trust shall end. 

As to the raising of funds for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the hospital, 
the committee believes that the metnods 
and details can safely be left to the trus- 
tees. It is suggested, however, that dona- 
tions of lands, building materials or furni- 
ture might sometimes be obtained from 
those unable to pay cash; and that perma- 
nently endowed beds and life memberships 
would probably be found acceptable methods 
of giving. 

In the opinion of the committee at least 
£65,000 should be in the hands of the 
trustees before they proceed with the en- 
terprise. St. Paul's Hospital reports about 
$15,000 in lands and money, which it gen- 
erously proposes to turn over to the general 
hospital, when its success is reasonably 
assured, 

It is recommended that the trustees of St. 
Paul’s Hgspital be requested to a reso- 
lution to convey and transfer all its prop- 
erty to the trustees of the Los Angeles 
General Hospital as soon as they have in 
their possession $50,000 in money or in un- 
questionable securities. 

Your committee respectfully nominate 
the following to be trustees of the Los An- 
geles General Hospital under the trusts, 
and with the powers and duties hereinbe- 
fore set forth, to wit:

A YOUNG VILLAIN 


WHO WILL BE GIVEN A CHANCE 
TO SERVE THE STATE. 


Isiano Rojas Convicted of a Crimi- 
nal Assault Upon Mrs. Pauline 
Wiegand at Santa Anita Ranch— 
Circumstances Detailed by the 
Injured Woman. 


Isiano Rojas, a Mexican boy between 
16 and 17 years old, was tried in De- 
partment No. 6 of the Superior Court 
yesterday for assaulting Mrs. Pauline 
Wiegand with intent to commit rape. 
The assault took place on the Baldwin 
ranch, May 9th, and, as told by Mrs. 
Wiegand on the witness stand and 
corroborated by other witnesses, under 
the following circumstances: 

Mrs. Wiegand left her home to call 
at Mrs. Schweitzer’s. Mr. Schweitzer 
is the foreman of the Baldwin ranch. 
In order to reach their house Mrs. Wie- 
gand was obliged to crossa small bridge 
over an arroyo. The bridge is in a de- 
pressed place, and when one stands 
directly on it he is not visible, although 
the Schweitzer residence is only a few 
hundred yards distant. 

When Mrs. Wiegand got to the 
bridge, and was about to cross it, she 
was struck in tbe head by Rojas, who 
is a big and stout fellow for his age. 
The blow was from behind, and Mrs. 
Wiegand did not see her assailant. 


She fell forward on her face, 
but got up again, and was 
struck a second time. This blow 


also knocked her down. As she rose 
the second time Rojas struck her in the 
mouth with his closed fist, It cut her 
mouth and she fell back on the bridge. 
Rojas then attemted to commit the as- 
sault. Mrs. Wiegand struggled furi- 


numerous outcries that were heard by 
both Mr. and Mrs. Schweitzer. They 
came to her assistance, and Rojas ran 
away. When assistance came Mrs. 
Wiegand was a pitiable sight. Her 


and disarranged, and she was so weak 
from the rough handling to which she 
had been subjected that she cou!d not 
walk.

The young rascal who had committed 
the assault ran down the arroyo, and 
was captured during the afternoon at 
his own home.

The testimony of Mrs. Wiegand was 
very clear and demonstrated the guilt 
of the defendant. The defense en- 
deavored to show that Mr. Schweitzer 
was prejudiced against Rojas, and had 
quarrelled with him, and some lively 
tilts occurred between the dought 
German and the lawyer. He testifie 
that the boy is a bad one and has been 
ordered never to step onthe Santa 
Anita Rancho again; that the boy’s 
father is an old man whom he gave 
work; even after the boy had been 
ordered away. 

Mrs. Schweitzer swore that she recog- 
nized Rojas as he was running away 
from the scene of the assault.

The Parables Discussed by the 
Bible Training-class—Dr. Spen- 
cer’s Address on “The Golden 
Now”"—"“Personal Work” Con- 

sidered by Rev. J. M. Hilbish— 
Concert by the Jingler Company.

Rev. Dr. Bresee led the devotional 
exercises at the opening of the Long 
Beach Assembly yesterday morning at 
8 o’clock. The Bible training class met 
at 9 o’clock, with the Rev. Mr. Bailey 


leading. The subject for the morniug’s 


discussion was The Parables.’ In 


the beginning the disciples were sur- 
_ prised that Christ should speak to them 


only in parables. The parabolical mode 
of Christ’s teaching, in which the 
truth was hidden to some extent, was 
the most helpful way to us, as it caused 
us to search for truth. Another bene- 
fit of parables is that they illustrate 
the unity existing between earthly and 
heavenly thoughts. 

At 11 o’clock, Rev. Mr. Young of 
Long Beach gave a lecture on the sub- 
ject, “Ten Years in Alaska.” This 
was one of the most interesting lec- 


tures which has been given before the | God 


Assembly. 

The speaker said: In the fall of 
1879 I was in a little village in Alaska, 
in the house of a chief named Shat 
Hitch, which means ‘hard to kill,’ and 
whose scarred face seemed to justify 
the name he bore. He wore a blanket 
which he greatly prized, it having 

een presented to him by Seward when 
he purchased Alaska. People laughed 
at that purchase. They called it Uncle 
Billy Seward’s potato patch,’ and some 
seem to think it not much better than 
that still. It was purchased at a cost 
of $7,200,000, and Seward called this 
deal the crowning work of his life. It 
is a vast expanse of country, equal to 
the United States east of the Missis- 
sippi River, with the State of Missis- 
sippi excepted. Its coast line is greater 
than the whole of the United States. 
The climate, like that of Scotland, is 
very wet, but the winters are mild. 
My remarks I will confine to my ex- 
perience, which was in Southeast 
Alaska. We took boat at Seattle. The 
trip is a most beautiful one. The 
waters are calm and clear as an inland 
lake, YoSemite will not compare 
with it in scenic grandeur. I was sent 
to Alaska by the Presbyterian Board 
as a missionary.

wish to speak of the treatment the 
natives give to their women. In 
Southeast Alaska women's rights pre- 
vail. Women have their say in the 
councils of theland. I have seen the 
chief, after making a bargain, have 
his bargain vetoed by his wife, who 
didn’t approve of the purchase. Men 
often go the minister with scratched 
faces, which they have received from 
their wives. ‘An ounce of mother is 
worth a pound of clergy.’ This is 
true indeed. Get thé mothers, and 
you control the future of our 
sons. The missionary meets diffi- 
culties in the language. They have no 
words to express faith, salvation, re- 
pentance and holiness. I heartily ap- 
~ the effort of the Indian Bureau 
compel the English language to be 
taught in all our Government-aided 
schools. Superstition prevailed fora 
time. They had no written language. 
No well.established system of law, gov- 
ernment or religion. They had some 
half gods, but they did not worship 
them. They believe ina future state 
which they think is a grand state of 
doing nothing. Witchcraft is very 
revalent. The Indian medicine man 
s a fiend incarnate. He claims to be 
in communication with a familiar 
irit. If he knows a man is incura- 
ble he says, ‘Your friend is be- 
witched.’ In Fort Wrangle I had to 
fight the whole tribe on this line, but 
by persistent effort we succeeded. I 
cut off some of the hair from the medi- 
cine men, as their strength, like Sam- 
son, lay in their locks. : 

“The sin of drunkenness, introduced 
by the whites, was prevalent among 
the people. They taught the Indian 
to make native drink which made 
demons of the people. In 1880, after 
organizing a church and beginning to 
reach the people, another tribe. 
through drunkenness, attacked ours, 
and in the battle which followed some 
of our best men were slain and our 
work set back greatly. 

“Our hope isin the children. Our 
industrial schools are doing grand 
work. My explorations were a most 
enjoyable part of my work. I made 
an excursion on one occasion to climb 
n mountain 8000 feet high. Within 40 
feet of the top I came to a slide, at the 
bottom of which was a precipice. I 
jumped upon a stone which slipped 
with me. The fall dislocated both m 
shoulders.

“OVERCOME BY THE HEAT.” 


These are words that are projected 
into personal news items, very fre- 
quently, just now, in eastern journals. 
A week ago the range of the ther- 
mometer at Washington was 90° in 
the shade, while at Baltimore, Lynch- 
burg and other points it stood two 
degrees higher. Humanity there isa 
vast perspiring mass, and the one 
vital problem before itis how to Keep 
cool. Under such *climatic condi- 
tions there naturally comes a pause, 
as far as may be, in physical and 
mental effort. Only what must 
be done is done. People of means 
fly to the seashore and the mountains, 
but even there they cannot wholly es- 
cape the enervating temperature. Vio- 
lent thunderstorms sometimes bring 
relief for a few hours, producing a 
more comfortable temperature, but 
they are things of terror and of dan- 
ger. But the hot wave soon flows back 
again and for weeks the genera! dis- 
comfort continues. 

The absence of such conditions in 
this section is a whole chapter on Cali- 
fornia’s climate. Of course, we have 
occasional hot days, but they are com- 
paratively few. There are not usually 
more than three or six in succession. 
These are succeeded by ccol nights, 
when sleep is made pleasant by the 
much lower temperature. 

It is now past the middle of July, 
and we of Los Angeles have not yet 
had altogether a dozen days when the 
temperature was uncomfortably 
warm. The weather has been like that 
of early May in the Atlantic States, 
balmy, well-tempered and just right 
for comfort. People who come to 
California and stay a few days only, 
and then go back and write “all 
about California,“ know about as much 
of what California has to offer 
as the blind man does of 
the color of the blossoms whose 
fragrance charms him. Doubtless we 
are unwittingly misrepresented in this 
way by many who do not intend to do 
us injustice, and it is doubtful if any 
one who enjoys physical comfort, and 
who has spent the last six months in 
Southern California, would ever be 
content to go back to the East again to 
swelter amid its torrid summer heats. 
Southern California would continually 
rise before his mental vision as a land 
to be desired—as a place for homes. 


LIFE PROLONGED BY INJECTION’ 


Dr. Brown-Sequard of Paris is one of 
the most eminent physicians in the 
world. He is recognized as a great 
specialist in nervous diseases. If there 
is any truth in a statement made by 
the Courrier des Etats-Unis, Dr. Brown- 
Sequard’s name will attain to a degree 
of celebrity beside which those of 
Galen, Harvey, Jenner and Pasteur 
will be comparatively forgotten. 
Moreover, the Doctor will, in that 
case, live for centuries to enjoy the 
reputation thus achieved, although he 
is at present over seventy years of age. 
But listen! The journal above referred 
to states that at the last reunion of the 
Biological Society ot Paris, of which 


the is president, he arose and 
said: 
“Gentlemen, I believe that hereafter the 
question of preserving youthfulness can be 
studied and solved by what science has 
given us.“ 

Dr. Brown-Sequard then went on to say 
that transfusion of blood had not solved the 
problem of rejuvenating age. The blood is 
a great distributor of oxygen to the organs, 
but the organs themselves are the deposito- 
ries and transformers of forces. Then,“ 
Dr. Brown-Sequard continued, if into a 
man old or feeble the 1 cells of a 
young and vigorous being could be injected, 
why should he not vibrate in unison with 
this fresh life which pervades him so inti- 
mately?” 

Twenty years ago Dr. Brown-Sequard 
advanced this view in a lecture before the 
medical faculty of Paris. Since then he 
has devoted himself to constant experi- 
ments on old animals. On the 15th of last 
May, believing that he had arrived at a con- 
vincing proof of his view, he chose himself 
as the next subject for experiment ‘This 
latest searcher for the fountain of youth 
and the well-spring of life obtains his pan- 
acea in this way: He takes from young 
living animals—such as dogs and pigs—cer- 
tain organs. These, still palpitating, he 
casts into à mortar and brays. The tritu- 
ated organs are then commingled with dis- 
tilled water and the liquid is filtered. 
After this elixir was thoroughly claritied 
Dr, Brown-Sequard administered to him- 
sélf a cubie bentimeter with a hypodermic 
Sy ringe, just as morphine is injected. The 
octor declares that the day following this 
experiment, after two injections of this 
Up that 
ing 18 th nis laboratory exhausted him. 
Now he declares that he can study three 
hours uninterruptedly without the least 
repose. His 1 has increased, his 
sleep is sweet and refreshing, his stomach 
rforms its functions admirably and his 
ntellectual labor is performed with wonder- 
ful ease and clearness. His feelings, also, 
have become youthful. 
Dr. Brown-Sequard declared that the dose 
he took was equivalent to ten years’ re- 
juvenation. Truly Pascal’s remark seems 
true, that “the mind tires of conceiving 


Even the most cynical will readily | 
admit this discovery to be important if 
true.“ It places prolonged life at the 
disposal of every one whose means 
permit him to procure the interior de- 
partment of a cat, or even, we pre- 
sume, a portion of one. Failing a cat; 
a rat. or a mouse would probably do. 
There is a certain element of cruelty 
in the tearing of palpitating organs 
from living animals, but it is not 
likely that many, even of the most hu- 
manitarian, will hesitate long when it 
is a question of a little brute suffering 
on the one side, and the indefinite pro- 
longation of human life for themselves 
on the other. 

Oue of the points which will have to 
be considered—provided always that 
this wonderful discovery is a fact—is/ 
the effect of the inoculation of the hu- 
man subject wNh the essence of yari- 
ous animals, of varying dispositions. 
For instance, would an injection 
of dog’s heart make a man more 
inclined to growl, or of rabbit’s liver 
make a person run away from his 
shadow? This is an important matter. 
No doubt a man would be content to 
run—and to keep running, like the 
Wandering Jew—rather than be de- 
posited in the cold, cold ground,“ but 
then, if the character of the animal 
does imprint itself on the human sub- 


cise choice, as long as there is any 
choice to be hac. 

Possibly, however; this very feature 
might be turned toadvantage in ameli- 
orating the character as well as pro- 
longiug tlie life of the human race.

Then, again, 
it seems as if a reported discovery of 
greater importance than attaches to 
any event since the creation of man 
would certainly have attracted the 
attention of some of the Argus- 
eyed European correspondents of 
American papers, and that the As- 
sociated Press, which has kept us 
fully informed of M. Pasteur's 
doings, would have given us at least 
half a dozen lines on the subject. 

And yet, so eminent is the authority 
quoted, so apparently specific and well- 
founded the experiments made, and so 
marked the results said to have been 
achieved by the distinguished experi- 
menter in his own person, that we are 
predisposed towards awaiting further 
developments before dismissing the 
matter as all humbug. There may be 
something 'new under the sun“ after 
all; andif it should prove to be the 
finding of that great secret for which 
Ponce de Leon searched in the fabled 
Florida spring, so much the better for 
mankind. 


WATERMAN-BORUCK VS. KATE 
FIELD.

PARNELL WITHDRAWS. 


HE WILL HAVE NO MORE TO 
DO WITH THE COMMISSION. 


Remarkable Move by the Irish 
Leader—Mr. O’Kelley Tells the 
Court What He Knows 
of Fenianism. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
Lonpon, July 16.—[By Cable and Asso- 


‘ciated Press.] Upon the opening of the 


Parnell Commission this morning Sir 
Charles Russell, counsul for Parnell, stated 
that after a full consideration of 
the situation, Parnell had in- 
structed him to no longer represent him be- 
fore the commission. This was virtually a 
notification that Parnell declined to make 
any further presentation of his case before 
the commission. 

Justice Hannen said: ‘Parnell will of 
course remain subject to the jurisdiction of 
the court.“ , 

Counsel for the other members of Parlia- 
ment against whom charges were made by 
the Times then also withdrew from the 


case. 

Parnell made personal application to the 
Court asking if there was any design to 
further examine him, that such examination 
proceeded with without delay. Justice 
Hannen promised to call him on Thursday. 

After counsel for Parnell and other mem- 
bers of Parliament had retired, Justice 
Hannen said the scope of the inquiry would 
not de altered, and the taking of testimony 
was resumed. 

James O’Kelley, member of Parliament, 
declared he had no statement to make. On 
cross-examination he admicted that he was 
a member of the Irish ‘Republican Brother- 
hood from 1866 to 1870, In 1871 an attempt 
to arrest him was made when he was leav- 
ing Ireland under the name of John Smith. 
Letters were found in his luggage from an 
agent who was shipping arms to Ireland, 

Sir Henry James, counsel for the Times, 
produced several letters written by O’Kelley, 
partly, in invisible ink, in which reference 
was made to shipments of arms and the 
doings of Fenians. One of the letters, re- 
ferring to a remittance of $21,500 from 
America, contained a sage reading: 
„We are ready to take the field when the 
proper order is issued.“ } 

itness admitted that the letters were 
not authentic. While witness was in 
America he joined the Clan-na-Gael.
